As  some  disatisfactioil  to  o»x  sick 
law  and  to  others  has  been  lately  ex- 
pressed^we  beg  to  offer  in  our  humble 
way,  the  following: 

1.  At  all  times  and  under  all  circum- 
stances shall  a  student  be  graded  as 
to  his  knowledge  of  the  subject  mattei 
sickness,  absences,  etc.  notwithstand- 
ing. 

2.  Daily  grades  shall  count  one-half 
of  the  monthly  grades,  the  monthly 
examinations  the  other  half:  the  daily 
grades  of  the  last  month  of  the  term 
shall  be  averaged  with  the  total  month- 
ly grades  for  one-halt  of  the  term 
grades,  the  examinations  making  up 
the  other  half. 

3.  Absences  from  recitations  shall 
be  excused  on  presentation  of  proper 
certificate  from  surgeon  or  otherwise, 
to  apply  both  to  demerits  and  zeroes. 
No  excuse  for  absences,  demerits  and 
zeroes  shall  be  given. 

4.  Daily  grades  shall  go  to  make 
up  the  monthly  or  term  grades  at  all 
times  and  under  ",11  circumstances. 

5.  No  a][  jlications    for  term  ex- 
amination grades  to  count  wholly  for 
term  grades  shall  be  considered,  ex- 
cept in  total  absence,  excused. 

6.  Students  absent  from  examina- 
tions with  good  excuse  shall  be  ex- 
amined within  two  weeks,  if  on  month: 
within  a  month,  if  on  the  term.  '1  he 
grades  made  on  these  to  be  averaged 
with  the  daily  grades  for  the  monthly 
grades,  and  with  the  average  monthly 
grades  for  the  term  grades. 

7.  If  a  student  have  no  daily  grade 
for  a  whole  month  on  account  of  ex- 
cused absences,  his  monthly  exami- 
nation, regular  or  special,  shall  count 
tor  that  month;  if  for  the  whole  term, 
the  special  term  examination  shall 
count  for  that  term.
